A MEDAL OF HONOR MAN. 


A Medal of Honor Man writes to 
the New York Herald a letter which 
is one of the most remarkable human 
documents published in this country 
in a long time. 
The Congressional Medal of Honor 
is, as The Herald says, “the most spar­ 
ingly bestowed mlitary decoration in 
the world,” only 78 of these medals 
having been given in the great war. 
The Herald estimates that there are 
probably not more than fifty Medal 
of Honor men living today. 
Some one ought to make an investi­ 
gation to determine just what each of 
these Medal of Honor men is doing 
today, just what has been his place 
among his countrymen since the great 
war ended. 
Here is the story of one of them, as 
he himself tells it, in a letter to The 
Herald: 
To the New York Herald: At pres­ 
ent I am not doing very much on ac­ 
count of not being well. I have been 
sick about two months, owing to lungs, 
heart and nerves. 
I have been working on a farm as 
a hired man, drawing from $45 to $55 
\i month. 
I first worked for a German, with 
whom I did not get along very well. 
When the 
legion 
convention was 
held at Cleveland I was invited and 
went. They treated me fine. I never 
had a better time in my life. 
I worked for Mr. Heckman until 
March I. 
He treated me fine and is 
doing all he can to help me now. 
I 
worked for the man whose place I am 
now on until two months ago. 
I applied for compensation last Oc­ 
tober. 
The last I heard was yester­ 
day, when a notice came saying my 
claim was not allowed because the 
“evidence was insufficient to connect 
disability with service.” 
What more evidence do they need 
than these facts: 
I enlisted when 18 and spent two 
years in service, including a year in 
France with the Thirty-third division. 
We were at Verdun, Albert, St. Mihiel, 
the Somme offensive, 
Villers, Bret- 
tenaux, Maryville, St. Hilaire and in 
the army of occupation. 
We were in 
the Meuse-Argonne for twenty days. 
Here men were carried out one after 
another from being gassed. Our only 
water was a spring where a big mus­ 
tard gas shell had exploded. The \va- 
ter when you drank it burned all the 
way dow n. 
I have been able to keep on top with 
the help of my folks -and my wife’s. 
We*have 
a baby 
girl 
nearly 
two 
months old. 
I would like to farm myself, but 
without good 
health and money it 
would be pretty hard. 
My captain, John Baker, of Chica­ 
go, said, “Sergeant, I ahvavs consider­ 
ed you one of the most dependable, re­ 
liable and competent sergeants that I 
had.” 
I have been through two years of 
high school and 
would 
like to have 
taken some kind of training, but I 
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THE TUBERCULOUS IMMIGRANT. 
/It would be a catastrophe if the 
splendid 
progress wrhich 
has been 
made in this country of late years in 
the 
warfare 
against 
tuberculosis 
should be halted or slowed down as a 
result of large influxes of tuberculous 
immigrants from foreign lands. 
De­ 
spite the new 
restrictions on immi­ 
gration, there seems to be some dan­ 
ger of this, judging from 
what has 
been said at the seventeenth annual 
meeting of the National Tuberculosis 
Association in New York City. 
Sev­ 
eral speakers pointed out the large in­ 
crease in tuberculosis in practically all 
European countries due to the war. In 
some parts of Europe the percentage 
of tuberculosis has quadrupled, and it 
was the sense of the meeting that in 
view of these facts the number of tu­ 
berculous immigrants is lkely to in­ 
crease for a certain period. 
The association recommended, as a 
means of guarding against this dan­ 
ger, the stationing of special examin­ 
ers trained for the detection of tuber­ 
culosis at all ports of debarkation, and 
it urged that the United States Public 
Health Service be charged with this 
duty. It also pointed out the need of 
greater care on the p§rt of the steam­ 
ship companies in accepting immi­ 
grants coming from regions where the 
disease is prevalent. 
How’ much may be at stake in this 
matter is realized the more 
clearly 
when one notes the confident declara­ 
tion of Dr. James Alexander Miller, 
president of the association, that un­ 
less some fatal setback is encountered 
the end of tuberculosis in the United 
States is in sight. “We can see the be­ 
ginning of the end of tuberculosis in 
this country,” Dr. Miller declared. No 
man can measure what that will mean 
to human happiness, and its coming 
must not be delayed, through neglect 
by even a single year. 


NAPOLEON’S REVENGE ON 
WOMEN.

Marcelle Tinayre in her lec­ 
ture on “Napoleon and Josephine” at 
the French Institute, said that Napole­ 
on fell in love with Josephine at first 
sight and from his 
final disillusion­ 
ment by her dated his anti-faminism. 
Like most men, said the lecturer, 
Napoleon judged all women according 
to the woman wTho had most attracted 
him. He had found one woman—the 
woman par excellence for him—false, 
vain, trivial, egotistical and unbusi­ 
ness like. Such faulty creatures were 
obviously unworthy of freedom, and 
in the spirit of his Ccriscan fellow- 
countrymen, who placed women un­ 
der man’s dominion, forbidding her 
even to eat at the same table as her 
husband, he framed the code which 
created modern France. 
“A woman 
should be as much the 
property of 
some man,” he said, “as the gooseber­ 
ry bush is the property of the gard­ 
ener.” 
Hence a Frenchwoman today 
only passes from her father’s to her 
husband’s tutelage, and can never at­ 
tain to anything like freedom except 
by becoming a widow (either “grass 
or sod,” as the American said). Na­ 
poleon was too great to take his re­ 
venge on Josephine or her admirers\ 
he reserved it for the whole of French 
womankind.

W ashington, July 26.—President 
Harding in a special message to 
congress today asked it to extend 
the authority of the

corporation to purchase securities 
probably up to $500,000,000 now in 
the hands of the railroad adminis­ 
tration so the proceeds may be used 
for settlement with the railways. 
This would be used for adjust­ 
ment of the railroad problem, he 
said. 
There was no thought of 
asking 
congress 
for 
additional 
funds, it was stated. 
Claims based on inefficiency of 
labor during the war were to be 
waived for the present to hasten 
settlem ent 
without 
surrender 
of 
any rights in court. 
Although the 
railways owe the government large

BIRTHS EXCEEDED DEATHS 
DORING PAST SIX MOUTHS 


Jefferson City, 
Mo., 
July 26.— 
Births exceeded the 
number 
of 
deaths in Missouri in 1920 by 22,- 
844, according to the biennial re­ 
port of the State Board of Health. 
During that year there wrere 65,416 
births and 42,572 deaths, the report 
sets out. 
For the ten year period 
from 1911 to 1920, inclusive, births 
by 267,016, there 
being 
701,418 
births and 434,402 deaths. 
In 1918, the year of the influenza 
epidemic births did not average as 
high iii proportion to the number 
of deaths and for other years of 
the ten year period. 
In this year 
births exceeded deaths 
by 
only 
12,076, there being 64,001 births 
and 51,925 deaths. 
The best year for births was in 
1912 when births exceeded deaths 
by 33,313, there being 75,452 chil­ 
dren born and 42,139 deaths. 
Among the causes of death in 
1920 are listed 383 suicides, an av­ 
erage of 8.99 to the 100,000 popu­ 
lation, 1,406 deaths by accident or 
a rate of 33.02 per 100,000 popula­ 
tion, and 320 homicides, an average 
of 7.71 deaths from this cai^e per

THROUGH EARLY PLOUGHING 
(By W. T. Angle, County Agent.) 
Every wheat 
grower 
who has 
made close, observation of his early 
plowed wheat ground and contrast­ 
ed the yields with that of late plow­ 
ing has found that Hie early plow­ 
ing pays, and in most years pays 
big. 
Experiments run by the Mis­ 
souri 
Experiment 
Station 
have 
shown that the plowing of wheat 
ground in July and early August 
makes larger yields than the Sep­ 
tember plowing does. 
Early plowing has the disadvan­ 
tage of having to he done in the 
hottest 
w eather 
and 
on 
rolling 
ground it may cause washing in wet 
weather. 
However, soil erosion is 
not usually serious in July and Aug­ 
ust, but on the other hand early 
plowing eliminates most weeds and 
saves moisture. 
The weeds use up 
much plant food if allowed to grow 
and draw heavily on the soil mois­ 
ture. 
If plowed in July the land 
settles, plant 
food 
is 
saved, the 
roots in the soil rot and the land is 
much easier prepared in the fall. 
Certainly, every farm er is rushed 
at this season, but since the mar­ 
gin between profit and loss is so 
small in wheat growing, early plow­ 
ing should certainly be done where 
it is at all possible.

made a part of the states system. 
The bill now goes to the senate 
roads committee, of which Senator

DROUGHTS AND FORESTS. 
M. Lucien 
Girot-Genet, 
formerly 
head of the French Mission to the Col­ 
onies, publishes in* a Paris periodical 
an article which gains in interest for 
us because of the 
drought 
we have 
been having. Floods and droughts are 
M. Girot-Genet’s subject and he pre­ 
sents some interesting conclusions con­ 
cerning their causes. 
He tells us that 
the world in general is now undergo­ 
ing serious atmospheric disturbances, 
notably an 
alarming 
irregularity of 
rainfall, and he believes that the cause 
lies in the rapid deforestation of the 
earth’s surface. 
The French writer as quoted in the 
American Review of Reviews, points 
out that the normal proportion of soil 
devoted to forests 
in each 
country 
should be about one-third of the total. 
He says that the planet as a whole 
now has only about 12 per cent of its 
total area in forests. 
Taking the con­ 
tinents one by one, he shows that the 
percentage of wooded area in each of 
them is as follows: 
America 14 per 
cent: Asia 8.5 per cent; Australia 8.5 
per cent; Africa 7.9 per cent; Europe 
30.2 per cent. 
Most persons will be astonished at 
this table especially at Europe’s high 
percentage 
and 
America’s low per­ 
centage of wooded land. 
The former 
is explained by the fact that scientific 
forestry m ethod have obtained there 
for years, while America’s lack of for­ 


e s ts is due to the neglect of proper 
forestry methods and to the devastat­

fort. 
Despite this fact It is regarded 
by many as the Ideal house, and, in­ 
deed, is the starting point of our own 
present system. 
The truth is, that in the face of tile 
showy effect of the knight’s retinue, of 
his feasts and banquets and the richly 
adorned apparel of the lords and la­ 
dies; despite the spacious halls and 
colossal edifices, we are constrained 
to believe that life In the homes of 
those days was nothing less than de­ 
plorable. 
Apparently there Is ample reason 
for belief that tile home in its arrange­ 
ment was barely habitable and that its 
ornamental furniture was not espe­ 
cially artistic.

The average 1920 New 
York City value of Missouri silver 
was $1,015 per troy ounce and Mis­ 
souri gold the same year, 
$20.67
